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Chief Drew Parker has stat- 
ed, is our dispatchers,” he 
said. “They are the lifeline 
to our units out the field, 
and they are the lifeline to 
making the calls for help. It 
is their job to try and under- 
stand exactly which service 
the caller needs and get that 
to them as quickly as pos- 
sible.” 

_ Jones said he has worked 
both in a localized dispatch 
center and a centralized 
center, and he believes a 
centralized dispatch center 
runs more smoothly. 

“Centralized dispatch 
centers are more efficient 
and more rounded to cover 
everyone,”. Jones said. 
“Centralized dispatch is not 
partial to one department 
over another. After all, our 
ultimate goal is to assist the 
people we serve — the peo- 
ple in our communities.” 

As he said had been noted 
by Police Chief Troy Staley, 
there are real struggles in 
operating a dispatch center 
— funding, staffing, etc. 

“T hear the concerns from 
out in the field [with my 
current job]. I hear the com- 
plaints and gripes, but I also 
hear the praises when we 
get something right,” Jones 
said. “At the end of the 
day our ultimate goal is to 
efficiently serve our people. 
I think dispatch would be 
more efficient to run out of 
a centralized center.” © 

No decisions were made 
during the April 10 coun- 
cil meeting, but the council 
is expected to discuss the 
matter again to make an 
decision on dispatch ser- 
vices.

The amount of the 
assessment for participation 
in the program shall be in ad- 
dition to any court costs and 
assessments for victims or 
drug, alcohol, or anger man- 
agement treatment required 
by law, the district attorney, 
or the court, and are in addi- 
tion to costs of supervision, 
treatment, and restitution for 
which the pretrial diversion 
admittee may be responsible. 
Pretrial diversion program 
fees as established’ by this 
subpart may be waived or
